Attic Flies Make 
Appearance On 
Warm, Sunny Days 


By GARY MCDOWELL

The past few warm days have 
brought out the flies in many 
homes. 
These flies arc probably a 
variety known as attic flies. 
There are two main kinds of 
these 
attic 
flies 
— namely 
cluster flies and face flics. 
These flies are usually found 
in attics, unused rooms and 
lietween walls ir the house. The 
fly becomes active during the 
warm days of early spring. 
Although these flies do no great 
damage, they cause irritation to 
the home owner by their buz­ 
zing and swarming around. 
The life cycle of the cluster 
fly is rather unusual. The adult 
fly deposits its eggs in the soil 
where they hatch into maggots. 
Then the maggots enter the 
body of the earthworm and act 
as parasites. 
* * * 
AFTER 25 to 35 days of being 
underground, 
the 
adult 
fly 
emerges. As winter approaches, 
the flies enter houses and other 
buildings to spend the winter. 
Then this time of year the flies 
Income active. 
The other type of fly that 
might be in your home is the 
face fly. This fly lives during 
the summer on secretions from 


nostrils, eyes and wounds of 
animals. 
The adult fly deposits 
its 
eggs in manure and here is 
where the larvae grow into 
adults. As in the case of the 
cluster fly, this fly also winters 
in houses and other similar 
buildings. 
One way to control the attic 
flies is to close all openings that 
would allow flies to enter the 
building. 
A person could use caulking 
compound 
to fill 
in 
cracks 
around 
windows 
and 
other 
places of entry 
around the 
home. Also, window sashes and 
cases could be painted with a 
chlordane solution. These things 
are aimed at keeping the fly 
out of the house in the first 
place. 
Once the fly enters the house 
getting rid of it is rather dif­ 
ficult. lf the fly happens to be 
in the walls there is no easy 
way 
of disposing 
of 
them. 
However, should the fly be out 
in the open, a person could use 
pyrethien aerosol or hang strips 
of 
resin 
impregnated 
with 
DDVF. Prevention of flies from 
entering the house is the best 
control. 
Always read and follow tile 
direction^ on insecticides and 
other poisons. 


Pre-Emergence Crabgrass 
Killers Should Be Applied 


Controlled

Now is the time to start 
thinking about 
alfalfa insect 
control. 
Insects are one of the four 
main 
factors 
affecting 
the 
growth of alfalfa, and lf not 
controlled reduce yields con* 
siderably. 
A 
program 
of 
control 
is 
necessary 
and 
should 
be 
maintained through all cuttings. 
Visible signs of insect damage 
include such things as studying 
and yellowing which often are 
attributed to lack of water. 
Many insects attack alfalfa 
and each one affects the alfalfa 
at different times. The alfalfa 
weevil is the best known pest 
and is usually a problem on 
the first cutting, as are the 
spittlebug and pea aphid. 
« * ti! 
THE potato leaf hopper is of 
concern on the second and third 
cuttings while the pea aphid 
may become a problem again 
on the third and fourth cuttings. 
Remember, these insects can be 
controlled if insecticides are 
used properly. 
When applying the insecticide, 
follow the directions carefully 
and apply at the right time. 
The first application should be 
made April 1-10 and the second 
application should be made one 
month later. 
The insecticides can be ap­ 
plied by a spray rig on a 
tractor. Aerial applications have 
been effective. 
No matter what method is 
used, however, physical factors 
influencing the spray, especially 
weather, should be considered.

Some claim to 
eliminate graying, yellowing or 
rust staining. 
But generally, good results 
may be achieved by following

Fungicide 
Treatment 
Is Necessary 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
Recent news reports about 
misuse of grain treated with 
fungicides have caused 
some 
persons to suggest discontinuing 
seed treatment entirely. 
Such 
action makes 
little 
sense, says B. F. Janson, Ex­ 
tension Plant Pathologist at The 
Ohio State University. He points 
out that both state and federal 
laws make it illegal to put 
treated 
seed 
into 
market 
channels for food or feed use. 
It makes little sense, he ex­ 
plains, to ban a compound 
necessary for crop production 
from the market just because 
of one illegal act over a span 
of years. 
There are several reasons for 
the treatment of grain seed with 
fungicides. 
Planting 
treated 
seed rather than untreated seed 
can mean production of a good 
crop instead of a half crop or 
no crop at all. Careful research 
over the past 20 years has 
shown that for each dollar spent 
for seed treatment, there is an 
average return of $12, says 
Janson. 
Benefits derived from seed 
treatment include the following: 
It prevents losses from seed 
rots and seedling blights; it 
insures against replanting costs 
of seed, time, and labor; it 
prevents losses from 
certain 
smut 
and 
other 
seedborne 
disease organisms; it insures a 
better, 
more 
healthy, 
root 
system; it provides healtheir 
system; it provides 
healthier 
yields; 
it 
permits 
earlier 
planting with greater safety, 
thus 
extending 
the

season; it permits lower seeding 
rates; it insures against loss of 
valuable 
soil 
moisture

Brown, State Conservationist for 
the Soil Conservatin Service of

Farm ers owned over 50 per 
cent of the commercial forest 
land in Ohio ten years ago, 
according 
to 
Mr. 
Brown. 
38 per cent of this woodland 
is owned by bonafide farmers. 
Only a very small portion, 7 
per cent, is controlled by the 
state and federal governments.” 
“This trend to city owners 
could eventually cause a change 
in 
the 
flow 
of 
wood 
raw 
material to Ohio’s wood-using 
industries,” Brown stated. “It 
is typical of tho owner to be 
over-protective and to want to 
preserve 
his t rees 
for such 
things as a rural retreat, nature 
study, outdoor recreation and 
hunting,” he said. On the other 
hand, according to Brown, the 
city owner sometimes becomes 
a 
better 
practitioner of the 
forestry art than his farm er 
p r e d e c e s s o r who was of 
necessity preoccupied with the 
demands of his beef, grain or 
milk enterprises. 
“ Enlightened management of 
woodlands can result in all of 
the above benefits and provide

modest 
periodic 
income 
besides. It can mean having a 
superior and vigorous growth of

trees

of 
decadent groups of old culls or

malformed, 
inferior 
weeds,” Brown said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Six 
water polluters have shaped up 
in a hurry under the threat of 
legal prosecution by Interior 
Secretary W alter J. Hickel. 
But Interior’s top antipollution 
enforcer, 
Murray Stein, says 
others apparently aren’t taking 
the hint. 
Last Aug. 30, Hickel told four 
steel firms, a mining company 
and the city of Toledo they were 
violating interstate water quali­ 
ty standards; be gave them 180 
days to do something about it. 
All six. Stein said in an inter­ 
view, have begun—and in some 
cases 
completed—action 
to 
solve their pollution problems. 
“The results,” he said, “were 
marvelous. We had a 1,000 per­ 
cent batting average.” 
Hickel commented. “The fact 
that all of these entities are in 
compliance is a great source of 
hope in our drive to clean up the 
nation’s waters.” 
But Stein said others appar­ 
ently are not rushing to abate 
their own pollution.

do not correct.” 
This is proved by prison sta tistics. 
Nea riy ha lf of all convicts sooner or 
la ter leturn to prison on a new cha rge. 
The rate of recidivism for som e ty pes 
of crim e is higher than that. As ma ny

Prison Reform 


Prison reform could have no more 
important ally than the chief justice 
of the United States. Since he assumed 
that office, Chief Justice Burger has 
addressed the problem of prison failure 
to rehabilitate large numbers of men 
incarcerated behind bars on several 
occasions. 
The latest was in remarks to the 
New York City Bar Association. Bluntly 
summing up the status of modern 
prisons, the chief justice said, “we have 
developed system s of correction which 
do not correct.” 
This is proved by prison statistics. 
N e a r l y half of all convicts sooner or 
later return to prison on a new charge. 
The rate of recidivism for some types 
cf crime is higher than that. As many 
prison surveys have shown, the average 
convict — instead of being rehabilitated 
tc fill a useful spot in society — 
frequently becomes schooled in crime 
while behind prison walls. 


Prison reform cannot come easy. 
Overcrowded, under-staffed, in many 
cases obsolete in form and substance 
many 
lacking 
rudimentary 
rehabilitation efforts — the nation’s 
prison system is filled with decay, 
disinterest and potential dynamite. 
It will cost a lot of money to ac­ 
complish prison reform, critics are 
quick to mention. But what does it cost 
the prison system, the courts and the 
law enforcement bodies to continually 
put back on the treadmill the large 
numbers of repeaters? If they had been 
rehabilitated the first time around, the 
prison 
populations 
would 
be 
con­ 
siderably smaller, and the cost to 
society in many ways would be much 
lower.

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) - 
Prime Minister Ly nden O. Pin­ 
dling predicts the Bahamas will 
become independent of Britain 
within three y ears. 
On the question of future de­ 
fense of the Bahamas he say s: 
“ I have no doubt that when one 
comes down to defense matters 
proper we’ll have to enter some 
k ind of agreement either with 
the United States or with the 
United Kingdom, or both, or 
Canada as well.” 
The 39-y ear-old leader of the 
country ’s first all-black govern­ 
ment say s his Progressive Lib­ 
eral party has not decided on a 
date for independence but he 
will put the question to the par­ 
ty later this y ear. 
The islands with 200,000 peo­ 
ple, have had self-government, 
since 1964. but Britain retains 
responsibility for foreign affairs 
and defense. This will end with 
independence. 
Opposition 
leader. 
Geoffrey 
Johnstone of the United Baham­ 
ian party , sees “ a high possibili­ 
ty ” that Pindling will hold an 
election within 12 months and 


then declare independence. 
Although elections are not due 
until 1972, the constitution lets 
the prime minister call out the 
voters any time he wishes. 
A leading critic of Pindling 
within his own party . Rep. Ar­ 
thur Foulk es, say s the prime 
minister “ will have some diffi- 
cuity ” among his supporters in 
the House of Assembly if he pro­ 
poses independence next y ear. 
Foulk es, 
a 
former 
tourism 
minister, say s of his fellow as­ 
sembly man: “ I think most of 
the chaps will insist it be 1973 or 
1974 after the election.” 
Pindling expects to put tw?o 
matters before the party this 
y ear: the proposal for independ­ 
ence and the fixing of a target 
date. 
The prime minister told an in­ 
terviewer he did not think inde­ 
pendence would become an elec­ 
tion issue. 
Although certain people may 
have reservations, he added, 
he 
felt there would be agreement 
in principle that independence 
is inevitable and that political 
and 
economic 
circumstances 
mak e it desirable. 
Pindling’s critics tak e issue 


with him only on the timing 
o f 
independence, but Johnstone 
re­ 
ports “ no enthusiasm for inde­ 
pendence in this country any ­ 
where.”
